Please amend the above-application as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS : 

y. A method for attenuating a heat flow, which comprises forming a curtain of 
cooling liquid by supplying it in space formed of at least two surfaces with at least one of 
that is made as net, whose distinguishing feature is that the cooling liquid is supplied by 
means of controlled sprinkling or controlled spraying into, the said space in order to form a 
vapour-drop-air medium between the said surfaces and the cooling liquid films on the said 
surfaces. 


2. A method as claimed in claim 1, whose distinguishing feature is that a foam is 
used in addition when the number of curtains is more than one.
